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Nixon tours flood area

President Nixon makes an aerial 
inspection today of flooded areas in the 
Mississippi River valley where about 
10.(HK) persons have been left homeless 
and damage estimates have climbed to 
more than $200 million. 
Ten persons have lost their lives in 
the flooding along the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Illinois rivers and their 
tributaries in seven states. 
In some areas the highest floexl- 
levels in recorded history were ex 
pected to worsen after new rains last 
week fell on top of earlier heavy spring 
downpours. The Mississippi River at 
St. Louis reached 42.10 feet overnight 
and was rising. The prev ious record of 
42 feet was set in 1785. 
In Washington, Nixon declared flood 
stricken parts of Illinois major disaster 
areas and moved to make federal aid 
available. 
The help will consist primarily of 
tem porary housing, unemployment 
assistance, low-interest loans, debirs 
clearance and repairs to roads, 
bridges, dikes and levees. 
Nixon was to fly over some of the 
flooded areas en route to a ceremony at 
Meridian, Miss., honoring Sen. John C. 
Stennis, D-Miss. 
The crest, or highest flood level, of 
the Mississippi swept past Hannibal, 
Mo .during the night, but the saturate! 
levees upriver at Quincy, III , remained 
in serious jeopardy, a spokesman for 
the I '.S. ( 'orps of Army Engineers said 
The Corps of Army Engineers at St 
Louis estimated that

The Arkansas River continued to fall 
on Thursday and the forecast called for 
fair weather after 12 consecutive days 
of rain and flooding 
The long term effects of the flooding 
depend to a large extent or. future 
rainfall The Southern cotton crop will 
I m* dealt a seven* blow if the rain does 
not stop before the mid May planting 
season. Cotton prices are already 
rising. 
Rain fell over much of the eastern 
third of the nation today, and a wintry 
chill maintained crisp temperatures in 
the midcontinent 
A flash flood watch was posted for 
Georgia and tin* mountains of the 
Carolinas Savannah, Cia , was soaked 
by more than two inches of 
rain 
through Thursday night

Judge orders 
remap suit 
dismissal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) — Reacting 
to a federal judge’s order, Republicans 
trxlay were to ask dismissal of their 
Ohio Supreme Court suit challenging 
the 1971 
apportionment of state 
legislative districts. 
Atty. John McElroy said federal 
Judge Frank J. Battisti had ordered 
the suit filed in the Ohio Supreme Court 
dismissed by court closing time trxlay. 
McElroy filed the lawsuit March 30, 
in the name of Lloyd George Kerns of 
Richwood, a former state represen­ 
tative 
It asked that the Democratic-drafted 
reapportionment plan be declared null 
and void and that the court order new 
elections this year for the 99 House and 
33 Senate district. 
McElroy said he was getting out of 
the litigation “ because it is too wearing 
upon me." But he said he would first 
set up the legal groundwork for an ap- 
jx'al to the ll. S. Supreme Court and the 
Sixth District Court of Appeals in 
( Cincinnati. 
McElroy served as an aide to former 
Republican Gov Jam es A. Rhodes. 
Defendants in tin1 court action were 
the five members of the State Ap- 
portionment Board which drew the 
legislative district boundaries now in 
effect. 
They are Gov. John J. Gilligan, 
Auditor Joseph T 
Ferguson, Sen. 
Anthony <>. Celabrese, D-22 Cleveland, 
all Democrats, and Secretary of State 
Ted W Brown and former Rep. Robert 
A. 
Manning 
of 
Akron, 
both 
Re­ 
publicans. 
In the Kerns’ petition, McElroy said 
the five member board followed the 
one man, one vote edict of the U. S. Su­ 
preme* Court when it adopted the plan 
Dec 20, 1971, but violated the Ohio 
Constitution by not following political 
Ixiundaries.

But when he is so 
sick that he has to be admitted to All 
Children’s Hospital here, there is no 
way he can pay his bills.

disease, cystic fibrosis affects the 
respiratory system and pancreas, 
preventing the body from digesting 
food properly or fighting infection. 


Most cystic fibrosis patients die by 
the time they reach adolescence and 
few live long enough to finish high 
school. Vetter is one of only a handful 
at thi* hospital who have lived beyond 
their teens, a hospital spokesman says.

Sources contacted in an Associated 
Press survey also reported instances of 
paperwork piling up and employe 
morale sagging because of Watergate, 
because of President Nixon's second- 
term reorganization plan, or the lame- 
duck aspect of his administration. 
White House spokesmen reject 
suggestions that Watergate is to blame 
for the lag in rounding out Nixon’s 
second-term team or that it has slowed 
the bureaucratic processes. 
"The processes of government are 
going on ... the work of government is 
being done,” said W’hite House Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 
But other sources report a near­ 
paralysis has set in at some policy­ 
making levels in the IO days since 
Nixon announced he had launched a 
personal investigation of the Watergate 
case after major but still undisclosed 
developments came to his attention. 
The AP survey stretching into 
widespread sections of the federal 
establishment also found: 
A White House breakdown shows 26 
sub-Cabinet posts remain unfilled three 
months after Nixon began his second 
term and launched his reorganization 
plan. In the upper levels of some 
departments, the vacancy rate exceeds 
25 per cent. 
Ambassadors are yet to be named 
for 23 countries, a vacancy rate of 18 
per cent in these top diplomatic posts. 7 
—Iratest statistics indicate more 
than 400 vacancies in lower-and 
middle-level “Schedule C” government 
jobs, meaning that about 30 [>er cent of 
these jobs, filled by political appoint­ 
ment, are empty.

Who’s entitled to become an M.D.? 


As a columnist who draws his share 
of the mail, I have noticed that 
two 
p a rtic u la r topics provoke a p a r­ 
ticularly heavy correspondence. One is 
education; the other is medicine. Or 
perhaps it is only one topic, for it is 
medical education that sends people to 
their typewriters and inkwells 
Not too long ago I wrote a column 
about the difficulty of getting into 
American 
medical schools. 
Allx*rt 
Schrager, who runs the Alliance for 
Franco American Graduate Studies, 
Inc., at 527 Madison Ave. in New York 
City, had b<*en complaining that, out of 
37,000 applicants, only 13,570 managed 
to gain acceptance to U.S. 
medical 
schools in 1972. In despair, a few 
hundred Americans with a driving 
desire to become physicians seek to go 
abroad each year for medical training. 
Mr. Schrager is troubled by the fact 
that students have had a had dropout 
record in foreign universities, owing 
m ainly to language troubles and 
general cultural shock One mission of 
his organization is to see to it that 
students entering medical schools in 
France 
and 
Italy 
can 
meet 
the 
language requirements before 
em ­ 
barking on their educations. 
Mr. Schrager, in conversation, was 
bitter over the inability of Americans 
to obtain information about switching 
to U.S. schools after two years of 
academic work abroad. He blamed the 
U.S. medical organizations, including 
the American Medical Association, for 
activating attitudes that limit entry to 
a profession which, in the light of the 
fees charged, can hardly be said to be 
overcrowded. 


THU COLUMN about Mr. Schrager 


touched some very sensitive nerves. I 
am still forwarding letters to him from 
students who have, as they insist, “all 
the standard requirements for medical 
school 
except 
for 
grade-point 
average.’ Beyond this there are the 
letters from doctors. 
Some are angry with me for saying 
there is a shortage of doctors in the 
U.S. Others can’t see how a “ liber 
tarian,’’ which I most certainly am, 
can ask physicians to get behind a 
movement to enlist government in a 
crusade to start m ore medical schools. 
< My answer to this is that free-market 
theory doesn’t apply to a field in which 
state licensing denies the principle of 
free entry.) 
Other correspondents, including 
Marvin Edwards, the editor of Private 
Practice: Journal of the Congress of 
(bounty Medical Societies, admit that it 
is tragic that there are not enough 
facilities to train more prospective 
doctors (Mr. Kdwards says “ it is 
ridiculous to have to turn away B 
students, even som e A students, at 
tim es” ). 
But 
these correspondents 
absolve the A m eric an 
M edical 
Association. 
Dr. 
Lee S atalin e, who teach es 
clinical medicine at the University of 
Connecticut, says “ the Association of 
American Medical Colleges is perhaps 
more at fault in this scandalous mess 
than the AMA.” Mr. Kdwards, who 
denies that it is “ part of the AMA's 
function to build medical schools,” 
says the organization “has been very 
generous 
in 
providing 
stu d en t 
scholarships and in encouraging the 
profession . . . to contribute to the 
medical schools.” 
And the AMA’s Robert Root makes 


the “ little known point” 
that, im 
mediately after World War II, “ the 
AMA suggested continuation of the 
w a rtim e a c c e le ra tio n p ro g ra m of 
training doctors.” If this had hap­ 
pened, we would have had 55,000 more 
doctors now Mr. Root adds that the 
“ basic problem” today “ is one of 
distribution an d o ver specialization 
and not necessarily production of sheer 
num bers.” 


I GATHER from the spate of mail 
that I may have wronged the American 
M edical Association, but 
th at a 
problem nonetheless does exist. 
If 
th e re is “ o v e r-sp e c ia liz a tio n ,” it 
m eans we need more general prac­ 
titioners, particularly in ghetto and 
rural areas. 
As for those medical students who go 
abroad for their education and then fail 
to pass the n e c e ssa ry qualifying 
examination after returning home, Dr. 
Sataline has som e poignant words, 
talking with 
students 
at 
Bologna 
University in Italy, Dr. Sataline noted 
their “ resentment and 
frustration” 
with authorities in the U.S. who, so they 
felt, had “overlooked their ability or 
motivation’ and had “ forsaken them 
as secondclass citizens and students.” 
Since the Bologna courses 
“are 
basically didactic and heavily laden 
with theory,” there is a “ lack of 
correlation of the m aterial stressed in 
Italian as com pared to the American 
texts.” 
It follows that there are failures in 
the e x a m in a tio n s on w hich U.S. 
licensing depends. The foreign-trained 
student often does better the second 
time around after he has reviewed 
material in American books.

As the King wills it 


Many monarchs have discovered in 
their declining years that when the*y 
pushed the buttons, nolxidy cam e to 
learn the royal will. Or if they did 
come, it was no longer on the dead run, 
but casually. 
Meanwhile, somewhere else in the 
palace the retainers were ingratiating 
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themselves with the crown prince. As 
one Roman commentator, Vie torus Or, 
put it, “ a setting sun throws little 
h eat.” Monarchic responses varied: 
some crow n princes were executed for 
not 
exercising 
necessary 
patience, 
others were exiled. 
But the monarchic principle left little 
room for m aneuver: there was an 
autom atic heir. If a king had three 
sons, he couldn’t play them off against 
each other and thus retain decisive 
pow<*r 
the oldest hoy was it. 
In an interesting fashion I think we 
are witnessing President Nixon’s game 
plan for keeping himself out of the 
m onarch’s dilemma. Since he cannot 
constitutionally 
run 
a g a in 
for 
President, the natural instincts of the 
federal 
bureaucracy 
from 
Cabinet 
secretaries down to clerk typists would 
lead them to chum up with the heir 
apparent. On the other hand, nobody 
wants to get deeply involved with the 
Pretender to the throne So in practical 
term s what you have to figure out is 
who is really in line for the crown. 


THE IMM KHI ATK response at this 


stage would be Vice President Spiro 
Agnew, who has been a good soldier, 
has a strong conservative base in the 
Republican Party, and is a man of 
considerable talent. ( Before you write 
Agnew off, recall that the President 
supplied the speech-writers who gave 
the Vice President his polysyllabic 
reputation and then see a rerun of a TV 
"Confrontation” he had with a group of 
radical students in which he calmly 
and rationally demolished them).

FINALLY, just

York City,

MUNDABRILLA, Australia (AP) - 
Mundabrilla is a collection of cottages 
occupied by maintenance men for 
Australia’s transcontinental railway. 
It’s 775 miles east of Perth and 1,687 
miles west of Sydney—the two cities 
that a train called the Indian-Pacific 
links in a trip that takes the best part of 
three days and three nights. 
The train is air-conditioned and has a 
club car, dining car, single and twin 
roomettes, showers and easy chairs. 
Most of the time it’s booked months in 
advance. 
The 
Indian-Pacific 
is 
so 
named 
because it is a link between those two 
oceans. 
Out from Mundabrilla, going east, 
the stunted mulga and mallee trees 
become fewer as the train rolls toward 
the Nullarbor plain at a steady 60 miles 
an hour. 
Nullarbor is I^atin for “ not any 
trees” and the rail track runs for 420 
miles across this limestone plain with 
never a tree in sight- perfectly flat 
with only saltbush or spinifex grass as 
far as one can see. 
There’s no town in this area, only 
occasional groupings of ra ilro a d 
workers’ cottages and places which 
watered the locomotives before diesel- 
electries took over from steam. 
The express stops at few of these 


settlements. They a re served by the 
affectionately named Tea and Sugar, a 
train that includes clothing and gro­ 
cery stores, a butcher, correspondence 
course teachers for the children, a 
nurse, and at tim es a doctor and a 
dentist. 
The trans-Australia railroad is single 
track much of the 2,461 miles, but 
there are sidetracks for the Indian- 
Pacific to slip past freight trains a mile 
long. 
The meals in the dining car, of tourist 
ship standard, are included in the price 
of the ticket, and as on ships people 
quickly become friendly. 
The one-way fare of $151.87 first 
class, SI 15.44 economy compares with 
the air fare of $220.24 first or $184.32 
economy. 


Running 
of 
th e 
Indian-Pacific 
became possible in 
1970 with 
the 
completion of standard gauge tracks 
from Perth to Frem antle, and on the 
“ missing link” between Port Pirie in 
south Australia and Broken Hill in 
western New South Wales. There used 
to be different gauges. 


People talk of the days 20 years ago, 
when rail travel across the Nullarbor 
desert was in stifling hot steam trains 
with no air-conditioning. In those days 
they handed out big brown paper bags 
in which to put your clothes at night to 
protect them from the dust.

NEW YORK (AP) — Most television 
announcers got where they are today 
with perfect diction and deep voices. 
Wolfman Jack, on the other hand, did it 
with the taped howls of wolves. 


The familiar howls don’t usually 
accompany him in his chores as the 
regular announcer on the “ Midnight 
Special” pop music show that com­ 
mences each Saturday at I a m. on 
NBC-TV. 


But they’re always heard on his daily 
rock radio show, which he tapes at his 
home in Beverly Hills, Calif., and 
syndicates so slightly more than 1,400 
stations in the U.S. 
Wolfman probably is totally unknown 
to older folks. But he’s a legend to 
millions of teen-age listeners and to, 
say, anyone who still can recite the 
complete lyrics of “ Blue Suede Shoes.” 
He’s mild in person and wild on the 
air. His delivery is a rapid-fire growl, 
punctuated now and then by the loud, 
mournful “ OWOOOO” that has been 
his trademark since 1959. 
That was the year the Brooklyn-born 
disc jockey hit it big with his show from 
station X E R F in Del Rio, Tex., near the 
Mexican border. It sounds like an 
unlikely place to become a star. 
But the station’s transmitter, located 
across the border in Ciudad Acuna, 
pumped out 250,000 watts. You could 
hear Wolfman’s howls late at night as 
far north as Las Vegas and then some. 
Wolfman, a stocky man in his late 
30s, has been going strong ever since. 
He was in town this week to discuss a 
record album, but took time to recount 
how he got in the howling business. 
It all stemmed, he said, from disc 
jockeys here and in Buffalo who howled 
or barked on occasion. 
“ I more or less got the whole thing 
from them, and that’s where the 
Wolfman Jack name came from,” said 
Wolfman, who has a greying goatee, 
hates wearing coats and goes about in 
cowboy boots. 
“ At midnight, I ’d come on with the 
wolves howling and the down-home 
blues sound,” he said, grinning and 
giving a quick sample: “ This is Wolf­ 
man Jack down here with the donkeys 
gone get you some Soul, man!” 
He stayed with his tried-and-tested 
howls throughout the late 1960s, when 
many radio stations were doing what 
he calls “ sterilized radio” — de­ 
emphasizing on-air personalities and

emphasizing carefully 
programmed 
music selections picked out by a 
consultant. 
Wolfman, whose aides insist his real 
name is Bob Smith, moved to Los 
Angeles in 1966. He taped his shows 
there, although they were booked north 
by a 50,000-watt station, still with his 
wolf howls, and began syndicating his 
show, picking up a swarm of new fans 
in addition to those he’d had right from 
the X E R F days. 
He went from underground fame to 
that of the network variety when 
tapped to announce on NBC’s “ Mid 
night Special’’ shows. 
“ They wanted somebody on the show 
who wasn’t a straight announcer, 
someone who could do different things 
to give the show the kind of rock image 
they wanted," he said. 
“ So they came to me and asked me to 
do what I do on the radio show. So far, 
it s worked pretty good.” 
Wolfman, who is married and has 
two kids, 
lives 
quietly 
and 
con­ 
ventionally, despite his howling suc­ 
cess in radio. What music does he like 
when relaxing from work? 
“ I really don’t listen to music when 
I’m not on the air,” he said. “ I listen to 
it, like IO hours a day and it’s my trade, 
my profession. You know — a butcher 
doesn’t go home and cut meat. 
“ I usually like to go home and hear 
silence. I like to meditate a little bit 
because I hear sounds all day long ”

THE BETTER HALF

many respects, and assets by 1980 are 
projected to exceed $250 billion In 1940 
they totaled $2 4 billion 
The consequences grow too. not only 
for workers covered but for the entire 
economy of the nation.

trilliondollar economy, a sum in the 
billions carries great power. 
Ranks depend upon it, the stock 
market needs it, corporal ions rely on it

Especially if you are going to meet 
94-year-old Mrs. Ethel Osborne Hill of 
Port Arthur. 
She’s a conservationist, naturalist, 
author, lecturer, educator and member 
of the governor’s committees on aging.

woman is going over are those which 
lead to her next lecture, committee 
meeting or her beloved cabin in the Big 
Thicket area. 
Widely known from the Sabine River 
through the piney woods all the way to 
Austin, 
Mama 
Hill, 
as 
she’s 
af­ 
fectionately 
known, 
has 
been 
the 
guiding light, constant energizer and 
perpetual motion of the ‘‘save the Big 
Thicket” program in Texas and the 
nation. In fact, she also is known as 
“ Ma Thicket.” 


SHE IS the only living member of the 
origin al 
10-m em ber 
Big 
Thicket 
Association 
formed in 
1930. 
Each 
summer she returns to her log cabin 
home deep in the Thicket, a half mile 
from 
the highw ay, 
southeast 
of 
Woodville. 
There she is close to the trees, 
leaves, anim als, flowers and land she 
loves. It includes her friends, the 
A labam a-C oushetta Indians, whose 
tribal village is only 16 miles away. 
From her summer base she gathers 
m aterials from the land. All are to be 
used during the winter months, back in 
her Port Arthur home, to make her 
nature handicrafts. 
As Mama Hill says, “There’s nothing 
that 
is 
nothing. 
E v eryth in g 
is 
something.” 
From all these sojnethings like a 
fallen twig, armadillo bones, leaves, 
shells, stones, feathers, petals, pine 
cones, she will create a picture, book­ 
m ark, paper weight, pencil holder, 
anything! 


SHARING her creative talents and 
keen imagination with others, Mama 
Hill has taught h an d icrafts each 
summer for the past 14 years to young 
people at the United Methodist District 
Encam pm ent near Palestine. 
She also spends three weeks each 
summer at scout camps 
in Tyler 
County teaching crafts as well as her 
own Cub Scout Troop in Woodville. 
Mama Hill’s love affair with nature 
started when she was 6 years old, a 
tim e she vividly rem em bers. 
Born in Ames, Iowa, she rem em bers 
Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, a friend of her 
father and president of A&M College at 
Ames, who first taught her the beauty 
of all God’s creatures. 
“We would go for long walks in the 
orchard or down by the stream s,’’ 
recalled Mama Hill, “Dr. Knapp would 
show me the veins in the leaves and tell 
me how each one was special. 
“ No two were alike. Just like you 
hands, he said, there are no two hands 


alike. All hands 
remembers. 
are special,” she 


MAMA H ILL brought her love of 
trees, anim als and flowers along when 
the family moved to Texas in 1887. As 
she says, “ I never was a Yankee; 
always a Texan.” 
And as a Texan she has implanted 
her mark of love and concern on 
everything she’s touched. 
Her jo u rn a listic endeavors 
for 
preservation of the Big Thicket began 
in 1926 when she wrote a series of a r­ 
ticles for an area newspaper. 
She continued writing for a number 
of area newspapers and still writes a 
weekly column for the Tyler County 
Booster and Piney Wood Press. 
She has captured her thoughts and 
memories in three books of poetry, all 
of which have been published. Last 
year she completed a book of stories on 
early years in 
the Thicket 
titled, 
“God’s Children, All — Red, White and 
Black.” 
“ I’m 
still 
waiting 
to 
have 
it 
published,” related Mama Hill, “a c ­ 
tually, I guess you’d say I ’m waiting to 
get the money together to have it 
published.” 


A FRIEN D to the young, old, well­ 
known and unknown, Mama Hill was 
named “Woman of the Y ear” in Texas 
in 1970. Her most recent honor was 
bestowed when she was named a life 
member of the Tyler County Chamber 
of Commerce and honored for her 
outstanding civic work. 
A new variety of dogwood tree, 
planted last Arbor Day, stands in the 
courthouse square in 
Woodville — 
named in her honor. 
With 94 years of living behind her, 
Mama Hill has never had a headache, 
nor an earache. In fact, she doesn’t 
even wear glasses. 
“I tell my young students,” said 
Mama Hill, “life is like going from one 
grade to another. You wouldn’t want to 
stay in the second grade all your life. 
“Old age is the pinnacle of life. You 
have so many things to remember. So 
much to share with others. I wouldn’t 
want to be young again. 
“The only thing,” concluded Mama 
Hill, “ I wish I could live for 94 more 
years. There are so many things I still 
want to do.”

UN IVERSITY PARK, Pa (AP) - A 
campus beauty queen showed up at her 
first m ilitary formation with an ice 
cream cone. One girl appeared in the 
Army office wearing a fatigue jacket 
and short shorts. And three of 45 
women students have dropped out of 
the program completely. 
Otherwise, the men in charge of the 
new women’s Army ROTC program at 
Pennsylvania State University say the 
five-year test project is off to a smooth 
start. 
“We’re finding the girls are setting a 
high academ ic trend,” said Maj. John 
Riddiford. He organized Penn State’s 
program which the Army started last 
fall for freshmen women in IO cam ­ 
puses. 
“ All of the scholarship winners had 
higher Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 
than any of the men ever had,” Rid­ 
diford said. 
Women at Penn State hold six of 20 
new Army 
ROTC scholarships for 
coeds. Each is valued at about $11,000 
According to Army spokesmen, the 
women’s ROTC program has several 
purposes: to determine if it will be 
expanded to the more than 290 schools 
now offering ROTC to men, to offer 
equal m ilitary opportunities to women 
and to catch up with the Air Force and 
Navy which already have opened their 
ROTC ranks to women. 
The purpose of ROTC is to train a 
sufficient number of active duty and 
reserve Army officers. 
The Air Force program, started in 
1970, has 1,426 women ranging from 
freshmen to seniors. “ It’s been going 
extrem ely 
well,” 
said 
M aj. 
John 
Duemmel, an Air Force spokesman. 
"The program will continue.” 
The 
Navy 
first 
began 
including 
women in its ROTC program in March 
1972, but they could apply only for 16 
openings in a scholarship program. 
“Next year, 
IOO women 
will be 
eligible to join the non-scholarship 
program as well,” said Lt. Cmdr. Dale 
Pearson, head of the Navy’s college 
recruiting. “ From an interest stand­ 
point, it’s been very successful.” 
So far, 212 women participate in the 
Army ROTC program nationally. Of 
these, 42 are at Penn State. 
Why do they join? 
“It offers an opportunity to be more 
than an office girl when you graduate,” 
said Martha Lower, 19, of Altoona, Pa. 
“There 
seem 
to 
be 
greater 
op 
portunities in terms of responsibility.” 
“I like being the first of a new 
breed,” said Susan Rodems, an 18-year 
old liberal arts m ajor from Syracuse, 
N Y ., and ROTC scholarship winner. 
“The starting salary is better for 
second lieutenants than 
for school 
teachers,” said a third girl. “And 
besides, if s a good way to meet m en.” 
Capt. Stephen Linthwaite, the fresh­ 
men’s 25-year-old instructor, said the 
women’s presence in ROTC has not 
posed many problems. 
“Except for little things,” he said, 
“like deciding the length of uniform 
hems—a good two inches above the 
knee is acceptable—and finding shoes

amendment that would have reduced 
the legislative margin for fund shifts 
from two-thirds to a simple majority 
After debate, his amendment failed 9 
IO. 
Another unsuccessful 
amendment 
would have changed the proposal to 
recommend to the legislature that the 
entire constitutional sections con­ 
taining the restriction be repealer!

The 
walkout was led by employes of the 
governm ent and private railw ay 
companies, but they were joined by 
harbor workers, telephone and tele­ 
graph operators, postoffice employes, 
hospital staffs, teachers and workers in 
government offices. 
W orkers on the privately owned 
railw ays called off their walkout this 
afternoon after w inning a $55.47 
monthly wage boost. 
But the 250,000 employes of the

I. Win the club w ith the ace, draw 
trumps, and exit with the jack of clubs, 
discarding a diamond or a spade on it. 
North wins w ith the queen and must 
hand you the game-going trick whether 
he leads a spade to your K-J, a diamond 


to your king, or a club which gives you 
a ru ff and discard. 
2. Assuming that North has the spade 
length, which is certainly reasonable, 
you can assure the contract IOO per 
cent by refusing to win the first spade. 
South cannot injure you by switching to 
another suit, so let’s say he returns a 
spade. 
If North started with four spades, he 
can do no better than let you win with 
the queen, in which case you would 
finesse the jack of diamonds and make 
three notrump even though the finesse 
lost and South returned a spade. 
If North started with five spades, you 
are on equally firm ground, and, in 
fact, you have a good chance to make 
more than nine tricks. The same is true 
if North started with six spades. 
Whatever form of spade length North 
has, the duck at trick one destroys him 
as an effective fighting force. The only 
way you can miss is if North has five 
spades to the ace and you allow him to 
make four of them. By ducking you 
erase that possibility. Thereafter you 
can happily allow south to come in with 
the queen of diamonds, since no real 
harm can befall vou.

Her Pupil Is Hyperkinetic 


I am a teacher. An 8-year-old boy in 
m y class is so active that I can tru ly 
say he never sits still for a moment. 
He is very bright, but his behavior is 
totally disruptive. 
His parents resent the fact that I 
have suggested medical attention for 
their boy. 
Can anything be done for such an 
overactive child? 
Miss R L., N Y. 
Dear Miss L.: 
The dedication and tra in in g of 
teachers often makes them recognize 
b e havio r problem s that 
m ay be 
overlooked, 
and even 
ignored, 
by 
parents. 
F ar too often, parents take it as a 
personal insult if they are told about 
unacceptable 
behavio r 
of 
th e ir 
children. 
A ctually, the teacher is in the best 
position to see a child who is in contact 
w ith other children of his own age in 
com m unity living. 
The 
kind 
of 
e x tra o rd in a ry 
hyperactivity that you describe is a 
very special and definite pattern of 
behavior which may be the result of 
physical or emotional problems, or a 
combination of both. 
The 
condition 
is 
called 
“ hyperkinesia.” 
It is strange, and oddly unexplained, 
that such overactivity occurs ten times 
more often in boys than it does in girls. 
It is rarely seen in children below the 
age of 4. 
I refer, of course, to overactivity 
associated with abnormal emotional 
instability and irrita b ility . This does 
not apply to the norm ally energetic, 
enthusiastic outgoing behavior of an 
active young child 
The parents of this boy would do well 


to understand the validity of your 
observations. Medical opinions w ill 
ru le 
out 
any 
physical 
disease. 
P sychological studies m ay locate 
emotional conflicts. 


There are now many excellent drugs 
which can reduce the overactivity of 
children, m aking them better students. 
More especially, w ill they be able to 
function better in social situations. 


Why are nose drops prescribed if 
they cause so much trouble? I actually 
became addicted to one and could not 
spend four hours without putting drops 
in my nose. 
M r. F E., Ore. 
Dear Mr. FL: 
The condition you describe is known 
as the “ rebound phenomenon.” 


Many people w'ho are allergic or who 
have a h ig h ly sensitive 
mucous 
membrane lining of the nose w ill 
become 
dependent 
(ra th e r 
than 
“ addicted” ) 
to nose drops. 
These 
people find that more and more drops 
are needed at more frequent intervals, 
to open the nasal passages. This cycle 
must be broken because of the damage 
that can be done to the lining of the 
nose. 


Cortisone, in carefully prescribed 
small doses, for a short tim e, has been 
effectively used to break the* cycle of 
dependence. 
For various medical reasons, not all 
people are allowed to use cortisone 
Under no circumstances should it be 
taken without a doctor’s advice. 
Nose drops are effective and are 
prescribed for short periods of time. 
Never are they intended to Im1 used 
indiscrim inately or indefinitely, nor in 
amounts other than prescribed.

Nixon tours flood area

President Nixon makes an aerial 
inspection today of flooded areas in the 
Mississippi River valley where about 
10,000 persons have been left homeless 
and damage estimates have climbed to 
more than $200 million. 
Ten persons have lost their lives in 
the flooding along the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Illinois rivers and their 
tributaries in seven states. 
In some areas the highest fhxxl 
levels in recorded history were ex­ 
pected to worsen after new rains last 
week fell on top of earlier heavy spring 
downpours. The Mississippi River at 
St. Louis reached 42.16 feet overnight 
and was rising. The previous record of 
42 feet was set in 1785. 
In Washington, Nixon declared flood- 
stricken parts of Illinois major disaster 
areas and moved to make federal aid 
available. 
The help will consist primarily of 
temporary housing, unemployment 
assistance, low-interest loans, debirs 
clearance and repairs to roads, 
bridges, dikes and levees. 
Nixon was to fly over some of the 
flooded areas en route to a ceremony at 
Meridian, Miss., honoring Sen. John C. 
Stennis, D-Miss. 
The crest, or highest flood level, of 
the Mississippi swept past Hannibal. 
Mo., during the night, but the saturated 
levees upriver at Quincy, 111 , remained 
in serious jeopardy, a spokesman for 
the U.S. Corps of Army Engineers said 
The Corps of Army Engineers at St 
Louis estimated that

(AP) — To 
millions of viewers who watched “ The 
Beverly Hillbillies” during its nine- 
year run on television, diminutive 
Irene Ryan was the “ Granny” who 
kept her backwoods kin in line with her 
sometimes-shrill voice. 
She once said, “ That’s how most 
people recognize me, through my 
voice. I’d lot rather be known as ‘The 
Body,’ but I guess PII have to be con­ 
tent with what I got.” 
The veteran actress, who recently 
made her Broadway debut in “ Pippin,” 
died Thursday night at a Santa Monica 
hospital after suffering a stroke.

Starting in 1962, on “ The Beverly 
Hillbillies” she became known as the 
forceful “ Granny” who liked to puff a 
pipe, tote a rifle and try to put good 
sense into Beverly Hills when the 
television family moved from hillbilly 
country after striking oil. 
Her role in “ Pippin” had earned her 
a Tony nomination and her song from 
the show, “ No Time At All,” was a 
recording hit.

Gromyko, to the Kremlin’s highest 
Ixxlv, Tass reported. 


The Politburo is the party’s most 
powerful |x)licy making body. Polit 
buro members 
Pyotr Shelest and 
Gennady I 
Voronov were removed 
from tin* Politburo at the final day of a 
two day meeting here of the Com­ 
munist party’s Central Committee. 


The third 
new' 
member of

Politburo is Yuri V 
Andropov, the 
chief of the Soviet secret police, known 
by its Russian initials as the KOB. 


The personnel changes increased the 
Politburo to 16 men. 
Marshal Grechko, defense minister 
since 1967, is the first military man to 
sit on the Politburo since Marshal 
Georgi K Zhukov served a brief six 
months in 11 >57. 
Both Gromyko and Grechko are 
considered strong supporters 
of 
General Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


Andropov’s new post evidently 
elevates the KGB organization back 
into the inner sanctum of the Kremlin 
The KGB chief s political allegiances 
are unclear, but he is not known as a 
Brezhnev critic.

21, Bob Vetter has outlived his life 
expectancy and can barely afford to 
pay for the treatments that are keeping 
him alive. 


Suffering from cystic fibrosis, Vetter 
is too old to qualify for help from the 
Florida Bureau of Crippled Children. 
And when he can work, he makes too 
much money to qualify for welfare. 


“ I ’m 21, what am I supposed to do, sit 
back and die?” he asks. 


When Vetter is feeling well, he can 
work to pay the $225 a month for pills he 
needs to keep his digestive system and 
lungs functioning. But when he is so 
sick that he has to be admitted to All 
Children’s Hospital here, there is no 
way he can pay his bills. 


A 
hereditary, 
non-contagious 
disease, cystic fibrosis affects the 
respiratory system and pancreas, 
preventing the body from digesting 
food properly or fighting infection. 


Most cystic fibrosis patients die by 
the time they reach adolescence and 
few live long enough to finish high 
school. Vetter is one of only a handful 
at the hospital who have lived beyond 
their teens, a hospital spokesman says.

Watergate scandal, its impact rippling 
through vast reaches of the govern­ 
ment, is cited by officials sources as 
one reason for the W’hite House’s 
inability to fill nearly 50 top-level 
federal jobs. 
Sources contacted in an Associated 
Press survey also reported instances of 
paperwork piling up and employe 
morale sagging because of Watergate, 
because of President Nixon’s second- 
term reorganization plan, or the lame- 
duck aspect of his administration. 
White House spokesmen reject 
suggestions that Watergate is to blame 
for the lag in rounding out Nixon’s 
second-term team or that it has slowed 
the bureaucratic processes. 
“The processes of government are 
going on ... the work of government is 
being done,’’ said W’hite House Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 
But other sources report a near­ 
paralysis has set in at some policy­ 
making levels in the IO days since 
Nixon announced he had launched a 
personal investigation of the Watergate 
case after major but still undisclosed 
developments came to his attention. 
The AP survey stretching into 
widespread sections of the federal 
establishment also found: 
—A White House breakdown shows 26 
sub-Cabinet posts remain unfilled three 
months after Nixon began his second 
term and launched his reorganization 
plan. In the upper levels of some 
departments, the vacancy rate exceeds 
25 per cent. 
—Ambassadors are yet to be named 
for 23 countries, a vacancy rate of 18 
per cent in these top diplomatic posts. 7 
—Latest statistics indicate more 
than 400 vacancies in lower-and 
middle-level “Schedule C’’ government 
jobs, meaning that about 30 per cent of 
these jobs, filled by political appoint­ 
ment, are empty.

Poor foreign policy reports 


The 
law 
re q u ires 
th at 
the 
executive branch provide Congress 
with a wide range of information on 
foreign 
policy 
and 
its 
im ­ 
plem entation. The congressional 
committees most directly concerned 
with this have just released a report, 
m ade a fte r a tw o-year study, 
showing 
that 
much 
of 
the 
in­ 
form ation 
received 
is 
both 
inadequate and slow in coming. 
These strictures apply in par­ 
ticular to United States military aid 
to other countries. Often, it seems, 
data on military aid is so vague and 
distorted as to be incomprehensible 
or even deceptive. 
This is a m atter of great im­ 
portance to the national welfare. 
The S en ate Foreign 
R elations 
Committee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, which jointly 
ordered the study, cannot formulate 


sound judgments without good in­ 
form ation. 
If the 
inform ation 
provided them is too little and too 
late, failing accurately to describe 
the 
true 
state 
of 
affairs, 
the 
legislative process with regard to 
foreign policy may be seriously 
hampered. 
The report’s adverse conclusions 
are supported by case histories. We 
are 
told, 
for 
example, 
that 
a 
quarterly report on U.S. spending in 
Laos omitted the cost of air combat 
operations and the transfer of ex­ 
cess equipment. We learn that 
a 
similar report as to Cambodia said 
merely that the purpose of 53 million 
dollars’ worth of military equip­ 
ment, supplies and training was to 
“ upgrade the capabilities of the 
a rm e d 
forces 
of 
the 
K hm er 
Republic.” That was, to put it as 
mildly as possible, not of much help 


to members of Congress seeking to 
discover the extent of our govern­ 
m ent’s involvement in Cambodia. 
At another point it is observed that 
weapons turned over to allies by 
withdrawing U.S. forces were not 
included in reports on compliance 
with the congressionally imposed 
2.5-billion-dollar ceiling on military 
aid to Indochina. As to this the 
report rather moderately notes that 
it “ makes it difficult to determine if 
U.S. assistance to its allies is being

govern m en ts of C am bodia and 
Laos.” 
N um erous other exam ples of 
shortcomings are cited. All in all, 
one gets a picture of inadequate and 
misleading reports on foreign policy 
implementation.

Who’s entitled to become an M.D.? 


As a columnist who draws his share 
of the mail, I have noticed that 
two 
p a rtic u la r topics provoke a p a r ­ 
ticularly heavy correspondence. One is 
education; the other is medicine. Or 
perhaps it is only one topic, for it is 
medical education that sends people to 
their typewriters and inkwells. 
Not too long ago I wrote a column 
about the difficulty of getting into 
American 
medical 
schools. 
Albert 
Schrager, who runs the Alliance for 
Franco-American Graduate Studies, 
Inc., at 527 Madison Ave. in New York 
City, had been complaining that, out of 
37,000 applicants, only 13,570 managed 
to gain acceptance to U.S. 
medical 
schools in 1972. In despair, a few 
hundred Americans with a driving 
desire to become physicians seek to go 
abroad each year for medical training. 
Mr. Schrager is troubled by the fact 
that students have had a bad dropout 
record in foreign universities, owing 
m ainly to lan g u ag e troubles and 
general cultural shock. One mission of 
his organization is to see to it that 
students entering medical schools in 
France 
and 
Italy 
can 
meet 
the 
language 
requirements 
before 
em ­ 
barking on their educations. 
Mr. Schrager, in conversation, was 
bitter over the inability of Americans 
to obtain information about switching 
to U S. schools after two years of 
academic work abroad. He blamed the 
U.S. medical organizations, including 
the American Medical Association, for 
cultivating attitudes that limit entry to 
a profession which, in the light of the 
fees charged, can hardly be said to be 
overcrowded.

touched some very sensitive nerves. I 
am still forwarding letters to him from 
students who have, as they insist, “all 
the standard requirements for medical 
school 
except

Some are angry with me for saying 
there is a shortage of doctors in the 
U.S. Others can’t see how a “ liber­ 
tarian,” which I most certainly am, 
can ask physicians to get behind a 
movement to enlist government in a 
crusade to start more medical schools.

As the King wills it 


Many monarchs have discovered in 
their declining years that when they 
pushed the buttons, nobody cam e to 
learn the royal will. Or if they did 
come, it was no longer on the dead run, 
but casually. 
Meanwhile, somewhere else in the 
palace the retainers were ingratiating 
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themselves with the crown prince. As 
one Roman commentator, Victorus Or, 
put it, “ a setting sun throws little 
heat.” Monarchic responses varied: 
some crown princes were executed for 
not 
exercising 
necessary 
patience, 
others were exiled. 
But the monarchic principle left little 
room for m aneuver: there was an 
automatic heir. If a king had three 
sons, he couldn’t play them off against 
each other and thus retain decisive 
power —• the oldest boy was it. 
In an interesting fashion I think we 
are witnessing President Nixon’s game 
plan for keeping himself out of the 
m onarch’s dilemma. Since he cannot 
co nstitutionally 
run 
again 
for 
President, the natural instincts of the 
federal 
bureaucracy 
from 
Cabinet 
secretaries down to clerk-typists would 
lead them to chum up with the heir 
apparent. On the other hand, nobody 
wants to get deeply involved with the 
Pretender to the throne. So in practical 
term s what you have to figure out is 
who is really in line for the crown.

stage would be Vice President Spiro 
Agnew, who has been a good soldier, 
has a strong conservative base in the 
Republican Party, and is a man of 
considerable talent. (Before you write 
Agnew off, recall that the President 
supplied the speech-writers who gave 
the Vice President his polysyllabic 
reputation and then see a rerun of a TV 
“confrontation” he had with a group of 
radical students in which he calmly 
and rationally demolished them). 
“ Yes,” 
the 
prudent, 
upwardly 
mobile bureaucrat would normally say 
to himself, 
“ I 
must get close to 
Agnew.” 
Then suddenly a cold breeze comes 
in from the Southwest, Johny Connally 
by name. Connally, who is certainly 
one of the ablest men in American 
politics, comes on like gang-busters.

In the background is the story, which 
I have every reason to believe is true,

Mrs. 
Connally 
(who 
understabnly has 
never for­ 
gotten those fearful minutes in Dallas 
in November, 1963) persuaded her 
husband not to accept. 
Connally could easily 
become a 
Republican and, with 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
support, go for the big one. The 
political re so u rces of a re tirin g 
President have, I think, been grossly 
underestimated. He certainly couldn't 
hand it to Connally on a platter, but he 
can call in a lot of due bills. 
Moreover, if Connally chose to take 
on 
Agnew, there would 
be 
some 
spectacular primaries and the Texan is 
a superb campaigner. 


FINALLY, just to make life in­ 
teresting, Mr. Nixon recently gave his 
old antagonist, Nelson Rockefeller, a 
friendly pat, encouraging the New 
York governor in the latter’s zany 
effort to glue together a coalition of 
Republicans and Liberals to elect 
Robert Wagner again as mayor of New 
York City. 
This leaves our prudent, upwardly 
mobile bureaucrat in a bind. If he goes 
to Agnew and Connally gets the nod, he 
will have to find a foundation job. On 
the o th er hand, p re m a tu re c o m ­ 
m itm en t 
to Connally 
is 
equally 
dangerous. 
And what about Nelson? There is 
plenty of life in that old pol. 
Maybe the best thing to do is stick 
with the king, at least until he flashes 
the signal. As an experienced Nixon- 
watcher, I would not anticipate any 
signal for another three y e a rs: he is not 
going to suffer the indignity of pushing 
a button and having no one come. 
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the “ little known point” that, im­ 
mediately after World War II, “ the 
AMA suggested continuation of the 
w a rtim e acceleratio n p ro g ram of 
training doctors.”

Sataline has some poignant words. 
Talking 
with 
students 
at 
Bologna 
University in Italy, Dr. Sataline noted 
their “ resentment and frustration” 
with authorities in the U.S. who, so they 
felt, had “overlooked their ability or 
motivation” and had “ forsaken them 
as second-class citizens and students.” 
Since the Bologna courses 
“are 
basically didactic and heavily laden 
with theory,” there is a “ lack of 
correlation of the m aterial stressed in 
Italian as compared to the American 
texts.” 
It follows that there are failures in 
the ex a m in a tio n s on which U.S. 
licensing depends. The foreign-trained 
student often does better the second 
time around after he has reviewed 
material in American books.

Railroading in Australia

MUNDABRILLA, Australia (AP) — 
Mundabrilla is a collection of cottages 
occupied by maintenance men for 
Australia’s transcontinental railway. 
It’s 775 miles east of Perth and 1,687 
miles west of Sydney—the two cities 
that a train called the Indian-Pacific 
links in a trip that takes the best part of 
three days and three nights. 
The train is air-conditioned and has a 
club car, dining car, single and twin 
roomettes, showers and easy chairs. 
Most of the time it’s booked months in 
advance. 
The 
Indian-Pacific 
is 
so 
named 
because it is a link between those two 
oceans. 
Out from Mundabrilla, going east, 
the stunted mulga and mallee trees 
become fewer as the train rolls toward 
the Nullarbor plain at a steady 60 miles 
an hour. 
Nullarbor is Latin for “ not any 
trees” and the rail track runs for 420 
miles across this limestone plain with 
never a tree in sight—perfectly flat 
with only saltbush or spinifex grass as 
far as one can see. 
There’s no town in this area, only 
occasional groupings of ra ilro a d 
workers’ cottages and places which 
watered the locomotives before diesel- 
electrics took over from steam. 
The express stops at few of these 


settlements. They are served by the 
affectionately named Tea and Sugar, a 
train that includes clothing and gro­ 
cery stores, a butcher, correspondence 
course teachers for the children, a 
nurse, and at times a doctor and a 
dentist. 
The trans-Australia railroad is single 
track much of the 2,461 miles, but 
there are sidetracks for the Indian- 
Pacific to slip past freight trains a mile 
long. 
The meals in the dining car, of tourist 
ship standard, are included in the price 
of the ticket, and as on ships people 
quickly become friendly. 
The one-way fare of $151.87 first 
class, $115.44 economy compares with 
the air fare of $220.24 first or $184.32 
economy. 


R unning 
of 
the 
Indian-Pacific 
became possible in 
1970 with 
the 
completion of standard gauge tracks 
from Perth to Fremantle, and on the 
“ missing link” between Port Pirie in 
south Australia and Broken Hill in 
western New South Wales. There used 
to be different gauges. 


People talk of the days 20 years ago, 
when rail travel across the Nullarbor 
desert was in stifling hot steam trains 
with no air-conditioning. In those days 
they handed out big brown paper bags 
in which to put your clothes at night to 
protect them from the dust.

TV V iew ing

N EW YO RK (A P) — Most television 
announcers got where they are today 
with perfect diction and deep voices. 
Wolfman Jack, on the other hand, did it 
with the taped howls of wolves. 


The familiar howls don’t usually 
accompany him in his chores as the 
regular announcer on the “ Midnight 
Special” pop music show’ that com­ 
mences each Saturday at I a.m. on 
NBC-TV. 


But they’re always heard on his daily 
rock radio show, which he tapes at his 
home in Beverly Hills, Calif., and 
syndicates so slightly more than 1,400 
stations in the U.S. 
Wolfman probably is totally unknown 
to older folks. But he’s a legend to 
millions of teen-age listeners and to, 
say, anyone who still can recite the 
complete lyrics of “ Blue Suede Shoes.” 
He’s mild in person and wild on the 
air. His delivery is a rapid-fire growl, 
punctuated now and then by the loud, 
mournful “ OWOOOO” that has been 
his trademark since 1959. 
That was the year the Brooklyn-born 
disc jockey hit it big with his show from 
station X E R F in Del Rio, Tex., near the 
Mexican border. It sounds like an 
unlikely place to become a star. 
But the station’s transmitter, located 
across the border in Ciudad Acuna, 
pumped out 250,000 watts. You could 
hear Wolfman’s howls late at night as 
far north as Las Vegas and then some. 
Wolfman. a stocky man in his late 
30s, has been going strong ever since. 
He was in town this week to discuss a 
record album, but took time to recount 
how he got in the howling business. 
It all stemmed, he said, from disc 
jockeys here and in Buffalo who howled 
or barked on occasion. 
“ I more or less got the whole thing 
from 
them, and that’s where 
the 
Wolfman Jack name came from,” said 
Wolfman, who has a greying goatee, 
hates wearing coats and goes about in 
cowboy boots. 
“ At midnight, I ’d come on with the 
wolves howling and the down-home 
blues sound,” he said, grinning and 
giving a quick sample: “ This is Wolf­ 
man Jack down here with the donkeys 
gone get you some Soul, m an!”

Ohio Perspective 
Quick take' amendment 
gets senator's backing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A state 
senator from Cincinnati claims ap­ 
proval of the so-called “ quick take” 
amendment could help solve Ohio’s 
pollution and environmental problems. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7, Cin­ 
cinnati, referred to Ballot Issue No. 2, a 
proposed change in the Ohio Con­ 
stitution 
that would allow 
local 
governments 
to 
take 
property 
easements for water and sewer im­ 
provements by making a deposit rather 
than having to await litigation fixing a 
price. 
“ The owner may litigate the question 
of value to the fullest, if he considers 
the amount offered to be inadequate,” 
the senator said. 
The amendment he favors is among 
seven proposed on the May 8 ballot. 
Maloney feels the amendment that 
would lift a constitutional ban on a 
state lottery has hurt the chances of 
Issue 2. 
“ Unfortunately, the lottery question 
has overshadowed the importance of 
State Issue No. 2,” he said. 
Maloney 
said 
he 
believes 
the 
language on the ballot describing Issue 
2 may be “ a bit confusing” but said he 
strongly urged a “ yes” vote as “ a step 
toward clearing up the problems.” 
He said, “ As it stands today, one or 
two people can sometimes hold up a 
water or sewer project that will benefit 
thousands, and often the eastment 
involves 
only 
a 
narrow 
strip 
of 
unimproved land.” 
Maloney said the amendment does 
not grant the broad power of eminent 
domain to public agencies that would 
use it, mostly municipalities, counties, 
and sewer districts. “ It would allow 
them to take immediate possession of a 
property for construction and main- 
tanance of water and sewer lines,” he 
said. 
“ It simply speeds up construction by 
permitting the public agency to take 
possession after making a deposit . . . 
and it would not allow property to be 
taken without compensation.” 
The senator said much is heard about 
pollution of Ohio’s rivers and streams, 
and “ we will agree something should 
be done about it. . . here’s where every

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Outlook considered bright 
for pension plan regulation

American 
workers now have at least $137 billion 
in private pension assets. Of at least 30 
million workers covered, 4 7 million 
are receiving annual benefits that 
exceed $7.4 billion a year. 
These figures all are minimums, 
because they were compiled in 1970. 
Growth since then has been swift in 
many respects, and assets by 1980 are 
projected to exceed $250 billion In 1940 
they totaled $2.4 billion. 
The consequences grow too, not only 
for workers covered but for the entire 
economy of the nation. Even in a 
trilliondollar economy, a sum in the 
billions carries great power. 
Flanks depend upon it, the stock 
market needs it, corporations rely on it 
as a source 
of capital 
financing. 
Thousands 
of 
bankers, 
lawyers, 
trustees and other professionals, and 
many times that number of ancillary 
workers, earn their living from it. 
And there is still 
another great 
consequence, perhaps more potential 
than real. That is the possibility of 
fraud, conspiracy or other misuse of 
funds by those who manage them. 
In a comprehensive pension study 
just released, Bankers Trust describes 
how “ the man on Main Street probably 
imagines a perpetual series of con­ 
spiracies 
for 
the 
control 
of 
cor­ 
porations.” 
The ingredients of the “ plot' are that 
billions of dollars of stock are held by 
pension funds, which are managed by 
banks. 
Other 
institutions, 
like 
in­ 
vestment trusts and 
insurers, hold 
billions more. 
Now add to this recipe the fact that 


“ the directors of these institutions 
know one another and work w ithin the 
narrow radius of the lower end of Man­ 
hattan” and you have the makings of 
problems. 
Despite these major national con­ 
siderations it is the personal stake in 
pensions that concerns most workers 
and their families. And yet many 
workers know very little of their rights 
and expectations. 
It is for reasons such as these that 
various congressional committees are 
studying many proposals to set stan­ 
dards for fiduciary responsibilities, 
vesting, disclosure of information and 
funding. 
While the complexity of the subject 
matter and the many varieties of 
pension plans is slowing 
action, 
prospects are bright that Congress will 
be 
able 
to 
reach 
agreement 
on 
provisions this year and probably pass 
a bill in 1974. 
So far the focus of 
three main 
proposals is on vesting. 
A fall submitted by Sens. Jacob K. 
davits, R N Y., and Harrison A 
Williams, D-N.J., proposes that after 
eight years of service a pension be 30 
per cent vested 
That means a worker would have a 
nonforfeitable right to 30 per cent of 
benefits accrued under terms of the 
plan, even if he ceased to be an em­ 
ploye1. The benefits would be paid on 
retirement. 
Each year thereafter vesting would 
increase by IO per cent until, after 15 
years, the employe would fie IOO per­ 
cent vested. 
Rep John Dent, I)-Pa., proposes 
that after lo years of service an em­ 
ploye fie KXI per cent vested. 


The Nixon administration proposes 
the rule of 50. When age and service 
add up to 50, a person becomes 50 per 
cent vested, that is, entitled to one-half 
the pension rights accrued under the 
particular 
plan, 
to 
be 
paid 
on 
retirement. 
Vesting would increase IO per cent a 
year after the rule of 50 applied, so that 
rights to a full pension would be 
reached in another five years. 
How do you determine if you are 
vested? 
A new federal regulation expected to 
become effective July 31 would require 
employers to make available to 
workers the pertinent facts regarding 
their plan in laymen’s terms.

Senior citizen leads 
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Women ROTC students do surprisingly well

ORANGE, Tex. (AP) — If you’ve 
ever used the term “ over-the-hill 
gang” in reference to our nation’s 
senior citizens, you better change your 
tune quick! 
Especially if you are going to meet 
94-year-old Mrs. Ethel Osborne Hill of 
Port Arthur. 
She’s a conservationist, naturalist, 
author, lecturer, educator and member 
of the governor’s committees on aging. 
The only hills 
this extraordinary 
woman is going over are those which 
lead to her next lecture, committee 
meeting or her beloved cabin in the Big 
Thicket area. 
Widely known from the Sabine River 
through the piney woods all the way to 
Austin, 
Mama 
Hill, 
as 
she’s 
af­ 
fectionately known, has 
been 
the 
guiding light, constant energizer and 
perpetual motion of the “ save the Big 
Thicket” program in Texas and the 
nation. In fact, she also is known as 
“ Ma Thicket.” 


SHE IS the only living member of the 
original 
10-member Big Thicket 
Association formed in 1930. 
Each 
summer she returns to her log cabin 
home deep in the Thicket, a half mile 
from the highway, southeast of 
Woodville. 
There she is close to the trees, 
leaves, animals, flowers and land she 
loves. It includes her friends, the 
Alabama-Coushetta Indians, whose 
tribal village is only 16 miles away. 
From her summer base she gathers 
materials from the land. All are to be 
used during the winter months, back in 
her Port Arthur home, to make her 
nature handicrafts. 
As Mama Hill says, “ There’s nothing 
that 
is 
nothing. 
Everything 
is 
something.” 
From all these sojnethings like a 
fallen twig, armadillo bones, leaves, 
shells, stones, feathers, petals, pine 
cones, she will create a picture, book­ 
mark, paper weight, pencil holder, 
anything! 


SHARING her creative talents and 
keen imagination with others, Mama 
H ill has taught handicrafts each 
summer for the past 14 years to young 
people at the United Methodist District 
Encampment near Palestine. 
She also spends three weeks each 
summer at scout camps in Tyler 
County teaching crafts as well as her 
own Cub Scout Troop in Woodville. 
Mama Hill’s love affair with nature 
started when she was 6 years old, a 
time she vividly remembers. 
Born in Ames, Iowa, she remembers 
Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, a friend of her 
father and president of A&M College at 
Ames, who first taught her the beauty 
of all God’s creatures. 
“ We would go for long walks in the 
orchard or down by the streams,” 
recalled Mama Hill, “ Dr. Knapp would 
show me the veins in the leaves and tell 
me how each one was special. 
“ No two were alike. Just like you 
hands, he said, there are no two hands 


battle 


alike. All hands are special,” she 
remembers. 


MAMA H ILL brought her love of 
trees, animals and flowers along when 
the family moved to Texas in 1887. As 
she says, “ I never was a Yankee; 
always a Texan.” 
And as a Texan she has implanted 
her mark of love and concern on 
everything she’s touched. 
Her journalistic endeavors for 
preservation of the Big Thicket began 
in 1926 when she wrote a series of ar­ 
ticles for an area newspaper. 
She continued writing for a number 
of area newspapers and still writes a 
weekly column for the Tyler County 
Booster and Piney Wood Press. 
She has captured her thoughts and 
memories in three books of poetry, all 
of which have been published. Last 
year she completed a book of stories on 
early years in the Thicket titled, 
“ God’s Children, All — Red, White and 
Black.” 
“ I ’m 
still 
waiting 
to 
have 
it 
published,” related Mama Hill, “ ac­ 
tually, I guess you’d say I ’m waiting to 
get the money together to have it 
published.” 


A FR IEN D to the young, old, well­ 
known and unknown, Mama Hill was 
named “ Woman of the Year” in Texas 
in 1970. Her most recent honor was 
bestowed when she was named a life 
member of the Tyler County Chamber 
of Commerce and honored for her 
outstanding civic work. 
A new variety of dogwood tree, 
planted last Arbor Day, stands in the 
courthouse square in Woodville — 
named in her honor. 
With 94 years of living behind her, 
Mama Hill has never had a headache, 
nor an earache. In fact, she doesn’t 
even wear glasses. 
“ I tell my young students,” said 
Mama Hill, “ life is like going from one 
grade to another. You wouldn’t want to 
stay in the second grade all your life. 
“ Old age is the pinnacle of life. You 
have so many things to remember. So 
much to share with others. I wouldn’t 
want to be young again. 
“ The only thing,” concluded Mama 
Hill, “ I wish I could live for 94 more 
years. There are so many things I still 
want to do.”

U N IVERSITY PARK, Pa. (A P) - A 
campus beauty queen showed up at her 
first military formation with an ice 
cream cone. One girl appeared in the 
Army office wearing a fatigue jacket 
and short shorts. And three of 45 
women students have dropped out of 
the program completely. 
Otherwise, the men in charge of the 
new women’s Army ROTC program at 
Pennsylvania State University say the 
five-year test project is off to a smooth 
start. 
“ We’re finding the girls are setting a 
high academic trend,” said Maj. John 
Riddiford. He organized Penn State’s 
program which the Army started last 
fall for freshmen women in IO cam­ 
puses. 
“ All of the scholarship winners had 
higher Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 
than any of the men ever had,” Rid­ 
diford said. 
Women at Penn State hold six of 20 
new Army ROTC scholarships for 
coeds. Each is valued at about $11,000. 
According to Army spokesmen, the 
women’s ROTC program has several 
purposes: to determine if it will be 
expanded to the more than 290 schools 
now offering ROTC to men, to offer 
equal military opportunities to women 
and to catch up with the Air Force and 
Navy which already have opened their 
ROTC ranks to women. 
The purpose of ROTC is to train a 
sufficient number of active duty and 
reserve Army officers. 
The Air Force program, started in 
1970, has 1,426 women ranging from 
freshmen to seniors. “ It’s been going 
extremely well,” said 
Maj. 
John 
Duemmel, an Air Force spokesman. 
“ The program will continue.” 
The Navy first began including 
women in its ROTC program in March 
1972, but they could apply only for 16 
openings in a scholarship program. 
“ Next year, IOO women will be 
eligible to join the non-scholarship 
program as well,” said Lt. Cmdr. Dale 
Pearson, head of the Navy’s college 
recruiting. “ From an interest stand­ 
point, it’s been very successful.” 
So far, 212 women participate in the 
Army ROTC program nationally. Of 
these, 42 are at Penn State. 
Why do they join? 
“ It offers an opportunity to be more 
than an office girl when you graduate,” 
said Martha Lower, 19, of Altoona, Pa. 
“ There 
seem 
to 
be 
greater 
op­ 
portunities in terms of responsibility.” 
“ I like being the first of a new 
breed,” said Susan Rodems, an 18-year 
old liberal arts major from Syracuse, 
N Y., and ROTC scholarship winner. 
“ The starting salary is better for 
second lieutenants than for school 
teachers,” said a third girl. “ And 
besides, ifs a good way to meet men.” 
Capt. Stephen Linthwaite, the fresh­ 
men’s 25-year-old instructor, said the 
women’s presence in ROTC has not 
posed many problems. 
“ Except for little things,” he said, 
“ like deciding the length of uniform 
hems—a good two inches above the 
knee is acceptable—and finding shoes 
that 
weren’t 
thick 
rubber-soled 
clunkers, ifs gone pretty smoothly. 
“ Some of the men were skeptical at 
first, but now the seniors are won­ 
dering why this didn’t happen three 
years ago.”

Judge Coffman’s topic was “ Rock 
and Roll M usic’’ in which she discussed 
the Communistic influence of youth 
through music. 
Judge Coffman said a Communist 
leader in America has stated that the 
youth would be reached through music.

sources, she said the beat of rock music 
is not only heard, but felt, placing 
people in a semi-hypnotic state in 
which they can be sold on anything. 


SHE LISTED several rock bands 
whose m em bers are users of illegal 
drugs, and related the story of one 
band leader who was arrested in Mi­ 
ami, Fla., by the U. S. 
Attorney 
G eneral’s office for presenting a lewd 
and indecent exhibition at a concert 
attended by 
14,(XKJ youth 
with 
an 
average age of 12 to 14 years. 
Quoting Newsweek Magazine, she 
stated that 95 per cent of the 500,000 
persons who attended the Woodstock 
Rock 
F estiv al 
w ere 
sm oking 
m arijuana. 
Judge Coffman also cited a case in

across Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — Millions of Japanese 
got a holiday from work today, thanks 
to a three-day transport strike kicking 
off the annual spring labor offensive for 
higher wages. 
More than three million workers 
struck at dawn for 72 hours. The 
walkout was led by employes of the 
g o v ern m en t and p riv a te railw ay 
com panies, but they w ere joined by 
harbor workers, telephone and tele­ 
graph operators, postoffice employes, 
hospital staffs, teachers and workers in 
governm ent offices. 
W orkers on the privately owned 
railw ays called off their walkout this 
aftern o o n a fte r w inning a $55.47 
monthly wage boost. 
But the 250,000 employes of the 
National 
Railways 
stayed 
out 
as 
n eg o tiatio n s 
continued 
on 
th e ir 
dem ands for an average hike of $78 
monthly, 
the

Steel Data Processing, Inc., has 
purchased the Chakeres Building, next 
door to the firm’s present location, 240 
E. Court St., and the Ohio Employment 
Service office, which now occupies the 
Chakeres Building, will soon vacate in 
order to allow for the enlargement and 
expansion of SDP services. 
The company, formed by President 
Marie Steele and her husband, Jim, in 
1968, has grown from a staff of four at 
that time to the present level of 90, 
including 49 persons who work at a

Data processing is the procedure 
through which everyday writing and 
tables of data are retyped into sym­ 
bolic languages that computers are 
designed to use. At the present time, 
SDP has no computer; it only tran­ 
slates written material onto magnetic 
tape for use in computers elsewhere.

Processing offers the only service of 
this type in rural Southern Ohio 
md 
does very well competing with com­ 
panies in Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Dayton. The office here serves clients 
from New York to St. Louis, the largest 
ones being Ohio public welfare and 
Indiana motor vehicle departments. 


THE VOLUME of material coming in 
has been so great that most of SD P’s 
employes have been working 50 or 
more hours per week since February, 
and some potential clients still had to 
be turned down. This is especially 
significant since it was only last fall 
that SDP opened its office in Port­ 
smouth. 
Mrs. Steele attributes this primarily 
to her company’s reputation for ac­ 
curacy.

Tapes are 
checked and rechecked, and according 
to Mrs. Steele, usually go out with 
fewer errors on the tape than her 
keypunchers found on the written 
source material the clients sent in. 


She also says that her keypunchers 
do not foresake speed in order to 
achieve this accuracy; 
the girls 
average 12,OCK) keystrokes per hour, 
which is well above average. Her best 
girls can punch 19,000 characters an 
hour on some material 
punching 
better than 5 keys per second. 
With the overtime of recent weeks, 
these girls have been making $165 a 


week or more, and some can earn a 
bonus of up to $250 for the peak season. 
Persons who can accurately type 45 to 
50 words per minute are considered 
good prospects for keypunching.

The defense was supposed to be given 
the material before cross-examining 
the witnesses four employes of the 
Rand Corp., where defendants Daniel 
Ellsberg and Anthony Russo worked at 
the time they copied the secret Pen 
tagon study of U.S. involvement in the 
Vietnam war. 
The judge said a summary of one set 
of statements showed they would be 
helpful 
to 
Ellsberg’s 
and 
Russo’s 
defense against charges of espionage, 
conspiracy and theft. 
In a separate development while the 
jury was absent on Thursday, the 
government asked Byrne to review 
another set of documents out of the 
presence of the defense lawyers. The 
judge refused to accept the material 
“ ... I cannot receive this information 
on an in camera basis because I have 
no authority to do so,” said Byrne.

a ruff and discard. 
2. Assuming that North has the spade 
length, which is certainly reasonable, 
you can assure the contract IOO per 
cent by refusing to win the first spade. 
South cannot injure you by switching to 
another suit, so let’s say he returns a 
spade. 
If North started with four spades, he 
can do no better than let you win with 
the queen, in which case you would 
finesse the jack of diamonds and make 
three notrump even though the finesse 
lost and South returned a spade. 
If North started with five spades, you 
are on equally firm ground, and, in 
fact, you have a good chance to make 
more than nine tricks. The sam e is true 
if North started with six spades. 
Whatever form of spade length North 
has, the duck at trick one destroys him 
as an effective fighting force. The only 
way you can miss is if North has five 
spades to the ace and you allow- him to 
make four of them. By ducking you 
erase that possibility. Thereafter you 
can happily allow south to come in with 
the queen of diamonds, since no real 
harm can befall vou.

Her Pupil Is Hyperkinetic 


I am a teacher. An 8-year-old boy in 
my class is so active that I can truly 
say he never sits still for a moment. 
He is very bright, but his behavior is 
totally disruptive. 
His parents resent the fact that I 
have suggested medical attention for 
their boy. 
Can anything be done for such an 
overactive child? 
Miss R. L., N Y. 
Dear Miss L.: 
The dedication and train in g of 
teachers often makes them recognize 
behavior problem s that m ay be 
overlooked, 
and even ignored, 
by 
parents. 
Far too often, parents take it as a 
personal insult if they are told about 
u n accep tab le 
behavior 
of 
their 
children. 
Actually, the teacher is in the best 
position to see a child who is in contact 
with other children of his own age in 
community living. 
The 
kind 
of 
ex tra o rd in ary 
hyperactivity that you describe is a 
very special and definite pattern of 
behavior which may be the result of 
physical or emotional problems, or a 
combination of both. 
The 
condition 
is 
called 
“hyperkinesia.” 
It is strange, and oddly unexplained, 
that such overactivity occurs ten times 
more often in boys than it does in girls. 
It is rarely seen in children below the 
age of 4. 
I refer, of course, to overactivity 
associated with abnormal emotional 
instability and irritability. This does 
not apply to the normally energetic, 
enthusiastic outgoing behavior of an 
active young child. 
The parents of this boy would do well 


to understand the validity of your 
observations. Medical opinions will 
rule 
out 
any 
physical 
disease. 
Psychological studies m ay locate 
emotional conflicts. 


There are now many excellent drugs 
which can reduce the overactivity of 
children, making them better students. 
More especially, will they be able to 
function better in social situations. 


Why are nose drops prescribed if 
they cause so much trouble? I actually 
became addicted to one and could not 
spend four hours without putting drops 
in my nose.

Dear Mr. E.: 
The condition you describe is known 
as the “ rebound phenomenon.” 


Many people who are allergic or who 
have a highly sensitive m ucous 
m em brane lining of the nose will 
becom e 
dependent 
(ra th e r 
than 
“addicted” ) 
to nose drops. These 
people find that more and more drops 
are needed at more frequent intervals, 
to open the nasal passages. This cycle 
must be broken because of the damage 
that can be done to the lining of the 
nose. 


Cortisone, in carefully prescribed 
small doses, for a short time, has been 
effectively used to break the cycle of 
dependence. 
For various medical reasons, not all 
people are allowed to use cortisone. 
Under no circumstances should it be 
taken without a doctor’s advice. 
Nose drops are effective and are 
prescribed for short periods of time. 
Never are they intended to be* used 
indiscriminately or indefinitely, nor in 
amounts other than prescribed.

merce Director Dennis Shaul, buoyed 
by a vote of confidence from Gov. John 
Gilligan, Thursday forced the resig­ 
nation of one aide, fired another and 
transferred a third. 
Shaul said all were involved in 
questionable conduct concerning the 
issuing of real estate brokers’ and 
salesmen’s licenses. The real estate 
operation comes under Shaul’s ju­ 
risdiction. 
Shaul said he forced the resignation 
of J. David Maffeo, assistant secretary 
to the three-member Heal 
Estate 
Commission. Maffeo, Shaul said, would 
have been fired if he had insisted on 
staying. 
Maffeo earlier told Shaul and 
newsmen that he 
gave 
“ special” 
exams to his wife, Betty, and his 
father. Joseph. He said he was in the 
next room when they took the written 
exams. 
The private exam masons have been 
abused, Shaul said, under previous 
administrations. He said they were 
primarily aimed at the handicapped 
and blind, but in reality were being 
given to ‘‘almost anybody who came in 
and said he could not make the 
regularly-scheduled examination.” 
Shaul said he had fired Christian 
Redkey, chief of the investigative 
section of the Heal Estate Division, 
which is charged with administering 
the examinations. 


He also announced the transfer of 
Joseph Coy ne r, chief of testing, but 
said he had not yet decided where he 
would be transferred to. 
Another Shaul aide, Alexander 
Martin Jr., counsel to the commission’s 
executive secretary, was transferred 
from the Heal Estate Division to the 
enforcement section of the Securities 
Division. It was described as a “ lateral 
transfer.” 


Shaul, in an afternoon news con­ 
ference, announced the promotion of 
Joseph Porch and Veronica Dever to 
(ill the gap created by the resignation, 
firing and transfer.

party lines. He noted that Maffeo, 
Redkey and former commission 
secretary Vernon B. McMillen were all 
Democrats. 
McMillen was fired by Shaul several 
days ago when it became public 
knowledge that former Gov. James 
Rhodes received a broker’s license four 
days before leaving office during a 45 
minute “ oral examination” given to 
him in the governor’s office. 
Customarily, McMillen told Shaul in 
a public hearing, the written broker’s 
exam lasts as long as six hours. He said 
the test for a salesman’s license can 
last up to three hours and 30 minutes. 
All regularly-scheduled tests are given 
in the presence of monitors. 
Shaul earlier in the day opened his 
files of the 104 people who took special 
examinations since the Gilligan ad­ 
ministration went into office. 
Among the folders Shaul put on a 
conference room desk was that of 
Gerald 
Wedren, 
his 
immediate 
predecessor in the post. The file 
showed that Wedren, also a Gilligan 
appointee, took a broker’s exam last 
November, passing it by a seven-point 
margin 


Shaul said an investigative com­ 
mission. which Gilligan said Wed­ 
nesday he would appoint, would look 
into the circumstances surrounding 
Wedren s testing as well as that of 
Rhodes, some of his key aides, and 
others that may have taken special 
tests before or after Gilligan took of­ 
fice. 


Shaul, who has been director of 
commerce for 13 months, said he will
